So much for generalities. Now let 
us consider our own state. 

California Forests 
How many of you, I wonder, know 
that nearly 15 per cent of all the 
timber in the Unit- 


remaining virgin 
ed States is in the State of Califor¬ 
nia; that there is enough timber in 
these forests to supply the needs of 
the nation for a period of eight 
years, if all other sources of supply 
were cut off; that the lumber that 
could be cut from these magnificent 
forests would cover the states of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island with 
a board floor one inch thick; and 
that this forest wealth of the Gold¬ 
en State is conservatively valued 
at $750,000,000—an amount suffi¬ 
cient to start a bank account of $220 
for every man, woman and child 
counted in the last California cen¬ 
sus? 

Lumbering in California is not far 
behind agriculture, the greatest of 
our industries. One-tenth of all the 
wage earners in the state are em¬ 
ployed in the lumbering industries, 
and the annual value of the wood 
products that are turned out is al¬ 
most $100,000,000. In face of these 
facts, surely no one can deny that 
the prosperity and development of 
our state are largely dependent on a 
continuous and permanent supply of 
wood. And we all know that we 
can’t keep our forests growing and 
producing wealth unless fires are 
entirely kept out of our brush and 
timber lands. 

Forests and Water 

I am sure that I need not explain 
to you the most important and bene¬ 
ficial influences that forests have on 
streamflow and watershed protec¬ 
tion. Water for municipal and do¬ 
mestic use, for irrigation of crops 
and orchards, for hydro-electric de¬ 
velopment, and for a thousand other 
purposes all comes in large part 
from the forested areas of the moun¬ 
tain ranges of our state. 

Last year, over 4,000,000 people, 
many of whom were from distant 
states, visited the National forests of 
California. This shows how our for¬ 
ests serve the people for outdoor life 
It indicates, too.

GIANT TREES 

It takes about a hundred and fifty 
years for the white pine to attain 
full maturity. Thus it seems that 
when such a pine was a seedling, 
this country had not declared its in¬ 
dependence and in large part was 
unexplored. Such a pine, then, is 
older than this nation. 

But the age of the pine is not to 
be spoken of in the same breath with 
the ages of the great sequoias in 
our California. Some of these are 
340 feet tall, a hundred feet in cir¬ 
cumference at the base and have a 
base diameter of thirty feet. Not 
a few of these great organisms have 
been growing for five thousand 
years. They were seedlings when 


the pyramids of Egypt were built. 

These gloomy giants antedate 
human history. What happened in 
the world during their first three 
thousand years is largely guessed at. 
In the presence of these trees the 
thoughtful man is awed by their 
dignified antiquity. And into what 
shades is the mind led by the ar¬ 
boreal ancestors of these wooden pil¬ 
lars which are more lasting than 
granite. 

Nevertheless, the human race is 
older than the race of trees. Man 
was on earth long before the se¬ 
quoias. But the things of nature 
outlast the products of human labor. 
These trees are older than the an¬ 
cient cities now being uncovered in 
the Old World.

EASTER EGGS 

By L. Lansberg 

Ever since the time of the ancient 
Egyptians the egg has been regard¬ 
ed as the symbol of recreation. By 
the Jews the egg was looked upon 
as the symbol of the duration of the 
human race and of their successive 
generations. In accordance with the 
traditions of the Magi, or Persians, 
the world was hatched from an egg 
in the beginning of that season of 
the year which corresponds with the 
vernal equinox, for which reason 
eggs are popularly presented as New 
Year’s gifts by the modem Persians 
at this time of the year. When 
Christianity usurped pagan rites and 
observances of the Saxons, it invest¬ 
ed the paschal egg with a new sig¬ 
nificance, that of the resurrection of 
Christ, and it was colored red in al¬ 
lusion to His blood shed for sinners 
on the cross. 

In the fourth century it was pro¬ 
hibited by the Church to eat eggs 
during the forty days preceding 
Easter, but as the heretic hens could 
not be prevented by this prohibition 
from laying eggs, there was always 
a great abundance of eggs after the 
fast. They were given to the child¬ 
ren, and, to make them more at¬ 
tractive, were colored and otherwise 
adorned. This was probably the first 
step in the evolution of the Easter 
egg. 

When Eggs Were Cheap 

Formerly, at the approach of Eas¬ 
ter, all the houses in France were 
ransacked for the largest eggs, 
which were brought as a tribute to 
the king. In England, in the reign 
of Edward I, 450 eggs were annually 
covered with gold foil at the royal 
court, and it throws an interesting 
light upon the economic conditions 
of that time when we learn that the 
price of the 450 eggs was 1 shilling 
1 penny—viz: about 27 cents in our 
money. Later the originally simple 
and modest Easter egg became an 
object of luxury, and the eggs given 
away by Louis XV were often 
adorned by the greatest artists with 
the finest miniatures. 

The use of artificial eggs made of 
sugar, chocolate, glass, etc., is of 
modem origin. In all large cities of 
Christendom the confectioners’ stores 
rival one another in their efforts to 
turn out the daintiest and most at¬ 
tractive Easter eggs. Sometimes 
they are of mammoth size and great 
cost. A few years ago such an egg 
intended for the Infanta of Spain, 
was manufactured in Paris at a cost 
of 20,000 francs ($4,000). This costly 
Easter egg was made of white car¬ 
amel, had in the inside engraved the 
passages of the Bible referring to 
Easter, and by means of a complicat¬ 
ed mechanical contrivance a bird 
was made to fly out of it and sing 
twelve airs from well known operas. 

Other Fantastic Eggs 

A gigantic egg which an English 
lord had manufactured by a famous 
confectioner for his lady love, the 
daughter of a millionaire in South 
Africa, was not less that three yards 
high and one and one-half yards in 
diameter, so that a person sitting on 
a chair could easily have space in 
the inside. The monster was filled 
with no less that one thousand 
pounds of candy. The egg alone cost 
a trifle of $2,500. The record in the 
size and cost of Easter eggs was, 
however, given not long ago to a 
famous Parisian actress by one of 
her admirers. On Easter morning 
an immense van rolled into the 
courtyard of the house inhabited by 
the actress, and, on the van rested a 
gigantic egg made of wood and 
decked with violets. At the first 
moment the dumfounded lady did 
not know what to do with the amia¬ 
ble gift, but soon she noticed in the 
egg a door, and, upon opening it, her 
eye fell upon a carriage with two 
fine horses and a coachman sitting 
motionless on the box. 

Today not only the size of the 
Easter egg but also the value of its 
contents play an important part, at

The ac¬ 
tual advertising value of the event 
cannot be definitely calculated, but 
is admittedly great. 

The people not only came in large 
numbers but were of the most de¬ 
sirable class of prospective citizens. 
They may be called prospective citi¬ 
zens because many of them were of 
the tourist and home seeking class. 
Of these not a few expressed inter¬ 
est in Sierra Madre from that view¬ 
point. 

The Follow-up 

The Wistaria Fete leaves a real 
problem staring Sierra Madre in the 
face. Next year a lot of these peo¬ 
ple will return at Wistaria time. 
Many of their friends will come to 
see the vine and the town these vis¬ 
itors have described with such en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Several questions naturally arise 
in this connection: Who is going to 
look out for them next year ? Who 
is going to carry on the advertising 
campaign to bring them and many 
more? How can the crowds be han¬ 
dled to avoid absolute and unreason¬ 
able imposition on Mr. and Mrs. Fen¬ 
nel who can hardly be said to have 
a home while the vine is blooming? 
How can the idea be capitalized to 
keep the people coming through a 
longer period than the short bloom¬ 
ing season, the one weakness of the 
wistaria idea. 

A Community Job 

“Leave it to the women,” will be 
the first suggestion of some. They 
ought to adjust their glasses so they 
can see beyond the end of their 
noses. The wistaria idea has been 
shown to have great possibilities as 
a community asset. That means a 
community responsibility. 

The Fennel property ought not to 
be allowed to pass into private own¬ 
ership which would prevent public 
enjoyment and its use for commun¬ 
ity promotion. If some public or ■ 
semi-public use could be found for it 
the problem would be in a fair way 
to solution. Here and there about, 
the county are a few places where 
such meals are 1 served that people. 
will travel miles and pay fancy' 
prices for them. Some have other 
attractions, some have not a thing 
to offer but good meals or some food 
specialty. If some person or in¬ 
terest could be induced to take over 
this property for such a purpose, 
the thing would become automatic. 
Suppose it were possible always to 
buy chicken pies such as the ladies i 
served! 


The School Election 
Only a few months ago County 
Superintendent Mark Keppel stood 
before a Sierra Madre audience and 
pleaded with tears in his voice for 
parents and voters to take an itner- 
est in school affairs. At least go to 
the polls and vote, he urged. And 
then at the riext school election the 
voters go up against such an ar¬ 
rangement as that provided recently 
by Mr. Keppel’s department. If 
a deliberate attempt had been made 
to prevent adequate expression of 
the will of the voters it could hardly 
have been planned better. Maybe it 
was a legal election; if so it leaves 
the voter with little respect for the 
school election law and administra¬ 
tion.

Keep At It 

Just because the school bonds were 
defeated is no proof that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre does not desire larger and bet¬ 
ter school facilities. Two things 
contributed to that result: First, 
the lack of voting facilities prevent¬ 
ed a complete expression of the will 
of the voters; second, there was not 
tame for the voters to be fully in¬ 
formed prior to the election as to 
the merits of the plans for the pro¬ 
posed buildings. 

The need which caused the trustees 
to call the election still exists and 
will grow more acute. No time 
should be lost. Another election 
should be held as soon as permis¬ 
sible. But the plan of action should 
be reversed. Last time the $100,000 
bond election was announced first, 
and the plans for spending the mon¬ 
ey were given out last, without suf¬ 
ficient time for voters to digest 
them. If the school trustees will de¬ 
cide upon a program and take time 
to educate the voters in advance as 
to its merits, a more receptive 
frame of mind will be cultivated. It 
will not be necessary to overcome 
the handicap of inertia or antag¬ 
onism in the last ten days before 
election. 

Whether the trustees want to sub¬ 
mit the same plans, or something 
different, is a matter for them to 
decide. They should not take the 
recent election result to show lack 
of confidence in themselves or op¬ 
position to progress. They might as 
well proceed in the belief that Sier¬ 
ra Madre wants the best educational 
facilities.
